DEFINITIONS. 
1. " Adolescent" means a person who has 
completed his fifteenth but has not completed 
bis seventeenth year ; 

2 . “ Adult " means a person who has coin 
pleted his seventeenth year ; 

3 . “ Child means a person who has not 
completed his fifteenth year ;
